of the population. And if you are 
selective and refer only to people 
over forty years of age the propor­ 
tion is much higher, borne statis­ 
tics show that in women over sixty, 
one out of four (23%) have gall­ 
stones. 
The reasons for this frequency 
are not far to seek. 
The gall­ 
bladder is one ol the bayous, or 
backwaters, of the body. It is a 
little sac in which bile rests quiet­ 
ly most of the 24 hours, until the 
bile is needed in fa t digestion and 
then the gallbladder empties, or 
allows tile bile to escape into the 
intestine. The bile contains in 
solution 
substances 
which 
can 
crystallize and form stones. 
This does not happen unless there 
is a central foreign body around 
which to crystallize. The nucleus 
of the gallstone is usually a con­ 
glomeration of bacteria or mucous 
of di*>quamated cells, the product* 
of inflammation. Since all the blood 
from the intestines goes to the 
liver first, in the course of 40 
years a good deal of this blood 
must contain bacteria. This lodges 
in the gallbladder and forms the 
nucleus for, fir«t, inflammation 
and, second, gallstone formation. 
Q. E. D.—many people over 40 
have gallstones. 


Treatment of Gallstone* 
The 
treatm ent 
of 
gallstones 
would seem to be a fairly obvious 
m atter. We can detect them with 
a very high degree of accuracy 
and frequency. The dye test with 
the X-ray is very dependable. So 
we are able to tell they are there. 
Surgery has reached such a state 
of perfection th at gallstones can 
be removed completely and finally 
with a minimum of risk. They 
cannot be dissolved by any medi­ 
c in e taken by mouth, or in the 
veins. .Surgery is the only way. 
But human nature being what 
it is and N ature in general being 
w hat it is, everybody who has them 
does not necessarily run to have 
them hacked out on the slightest 
provocation. For one reason many 
of them are silent and give no 
trouble. For another, even if a set 
should flare up occasionally and 
go on the ram page, medical treat­ 
ment can control them pretty well 
and keep a fellow reasonably com­ 
fortable for year*. For the final 
reason only a very small propor­ 
tion 
of 
the 
population 
really 
yearns for surgical operations. To 
say the least they do not conduce 
to saving money or freedom from 
discomfort. And I may say I am 
quite sym pathetic to th at attitude. 
I am not a t all hardboiled towards 
people who ara trying to avoid 
surgery. 
One may reasonably ask, how­ 


ever, whether the patient is run­ 
nel g any grave risk if he elects 
to keep his gallstones a w hile and 
give up his surgeon. This is ca­ 
pe sally pertinent now that hos- 
p Lai facilities are so taxed and 
patients should consider whether 
their complaints are sufficiently 
serious to w arrant their occupying 
a hospital room. 
A Bolton surgeon. Dr. Bearse, 
has reviewed his experiences with 
hi* gallstone patients with the*e 
questions in mind. He found that 
a consecutive series of about 250 
patients had had gallstones for 
c i r five years. About three-fifths 
had no complications and seemed 
in quite good health. Two-fifth* of 
hi- patients had developed com- 
plication* more or less serious: 
the duration of harboring gall­ 
stones in this group was about 
seven years. 
Of course the occurrence pf com­ 
plications — jaundice, intractable 
rn I gen!ion, prostrating attacks of 
colic-—should call for operation, in 
spite of all objections. This re­ 
port conclude*, however: “Oper­ 
ation may safely be deferred in 
patients with gallstones so long as 
there are no complications and 
provided the postponement does 
not im pair the patients resist­ 
ance.*'

Circleville poet office was a busy 
place today; th# first day to mail 
Christmas gifts to men and wom­ 
en in se n ic e overseas. 
For weeks relatives and friends 
of those in service have been pur­ 
chasing gift* which have been re­ 
quested or are recommended as 
suitable for our fighting men and 
women. Lists have been published 
by all the service branches, recom­ 
mending certain items for various 
parts of the world. 
This year the Christmas mailing 
period for both Army and Navy 
overseas forces is the same, from 
Sept. 15 to Oct. 15. After Oct. 15 
no gift parcel may be mailed to a 
soldier without the presentation of 
a written request from him. 
Great demand* upon shipping 
and the need for giving preference 
to arms, munitions, medicine and 
food is the prime reason for the 
early mailing date. Gift parcels 
must travel great distances to 
reach Army and Navy personnel 
who are located at remote points 
and 
frequently the ‘transfer of 
large numbers to new stations 
necessitates 
forwarding 
of 
the 
packages and additional time is re­ 
quired. 
Among the more important rules 
for Christmas 
mailings 
to 
the ] 
armed forces overseas are the fol- j 
lowing: 
The parcel must not exceed five ; 
pounds, and must not be more than I 
15 inches in length or .'16 inches in 
length 
and 
girth 
combined. 
It 
should be marlfed "Christmas par­ 
cel" so that’it may be given special j 
attention to assure its arrival be­ 
fore December 25. 
Not more than one p an el may 
be mailed in any one week to the 
same member of the armed forces 
by or in behalf of the same mailer.
